Credentials of the Agents for the State of New-York. 
« THE people of the ſtate of New-York, by the grace of God, free 


* 


and independent, to all to whom theſe preſents ſhall come ſend greet- 


ing: Know ye, That we having inſpected the original acts of the le- 
giſlature of our ſaid ſtate, remaining in our ſecretary's office, do find 


r it 
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there a certain act paſſed the 12th day of November, 1784, in the 
words and figures following, to wit, “ An act to appoint agents or 
commiſſioners for vindicating the right and juriſdiction of this ſtate, 
againſt the claims of the commonwealth of Maſſachuſetts, purſuant to 
the articles of confederation and perpetual union of the United States, 


Whereas the United States of America in Congreſs aſſembled, at the 


city of Annapolis, on the third day of June laſt, did make and publiſh 


a certain act in the words following, that is to ſay : By the United 


States in Congreſs aſſembled, in the city of Annapolis, on the third 
day of June, in the year of our Lord 1784, and in the 8th year of the 
independence of the United States of America, to the legiſlative au- 
thority of the ſtate of New-York, it is hereby made known, that pur- 
ſuant to the ninth of the articles of confederation and perpetual union, 
the legiſlature of the commonwealth of Maſſachuſetts, have preſented 
a petition to Congreſs in the words following : To the United States 
in Congreſs aſſembled, the petition of the legiſlature of the common- 
wealth of Maſſachuſetts ſheweth, That whereas James the firſt, late 
king of Great-Britain, by his letters patent, bearing date at Weſtmin- 
ſter, the 3d day of November, in the 18th year of his reign, granted 
unto the council eſtabliſhed at Plimouth, in the county of Devon, and 


kingdom of Great-Britain, commonly called the council for planting, 


ruling and ordering and governing of New-England in America, all 
that part of America, lying and being in breadth from 40 to 48 de- 
grees of northerly latitude, and of length of and within all the breadth 
aforeſaid, throughout the main lands from ſea to ſea, to hold the ſame, 
to themſelves, their ſucceſſors and aſſigns for ever. And whereas the 
faid council eſtabliſhed at Plimouth, by their deed indented under their 
ſeal, dated the 19th day of March, in the third year of the reign of 
Charles the firſt, late king of Great-Britain, did bargain, ſell, enfeoff, 
alien and confirm, unto fir Henry Roſwell and his aſſociates, and to 


their heirs and aſſigns, all that part of New-England in America, 


which lieth and extendeth between a great river called Merrimack, 
and a certain other river there called Charles river, being the bottom 
of a bay there called Maſſachuſetts-Bay, and alſo all thoſe lands lying 
within three Evgliſh miles to the ſouthward of the ſouthernmoſt part 
of the ſaid bay, and extending thence northward in latitude to the 
northward of every part of the ſaid river Merrimack, and in the breadth 
of latitude aforeſaid, extending throughout all the main land in longi- 
tude weſtwardly to the ſouthern ocean. And the ſaid legiſlature in 
their claim herein deſcribed, do aver, that the point or place ſituate 
three miles ſouth of the bay called Maſſachuſetts-Bay, 1s a point or 
place ſituate in 42 degrees of northern latitude, two minutes north; 
and that the place, point or boundary aforeſaid, of three miles to the 


northward of every part of the river Merrimack, is a place or point 


ſituate in 44 degrees northern latitude 15 minutes north; and that by 
the grant aforeſaid, the ſaid fir Henry Roſwell and his aſſociates be- 
came ſeiſed of all the lands before deſcribed and contained in the grant 


aforeſaid, of the council eſtabliſhed at Plimouth ; and that the ſame 


grant was confirmed to the ſaid Henry Roſwell and his aſſociates, 
by the ſaid king Charles, by his letters patent, dated in the 4th year 
of his reign; and that the ſaid fir Henry Roſwell and his aſſociates, 
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were immediately upon making the grant aforeſaid, by the ſaid coun- 
cil, in the actual ſeiſin and poſſeſhon of all the lands aforefaid, and for 
many years held the fame under the name and title of the governor 
and company of Maſſachufetts-Bay in New-England ; and that ſuch 


5 proceedings and poſſeſſions have been done and had, reſpeQng the ter- 


ritory aforeſaid granted to the ſaid fir Henry Roſwell and his aſſoci- 


= ates, and ſuch ſubſequent grants have been made of the ſame, that all 


the faid er is now the juſt and proper right of the common- 


| wealth aforeſaid, and all this the ſaid legiſlature are ready to verify. 


And whereas the ſtate of New-York have ſet up a claim to ſome part 
of the land before-mentioned, and it being highly neceſſary to have 
the ſame claim brought to an immediate deciſion, they do therefore 
in behalf of the ſaid commonwealth, moſt ſolemnly requeſt the United 
States of America in Congreſs aſſembled, that commiſſioners may-be 
appointed, for enquiring into and determining upon the claim afore- 
ſaid of the ſaid legiſlature, and that ſuch other proceedings reſpecting 
the premiſes may be had, as are by the federal government of the faid 
United States in ſuch caſes made and provided; and that the firſt 
Monday in December next, is affigned for the appearance of the ſaid 
ſtates of Maſſachuſetts and New-York, by their lawful agents, at the 
place in which Congreſs ſhall then fit, to proceed in the premiſes as 
by the ſaid articles of confederation and perpetual union is directed.“ 
Be it therefore enacted by the people of the ſtate of New-York, re- 
prefented in ſenate and aſſembly, and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the ſame, that James Duane, John Jay, Robert R. Li- 
vingſton, Egbert Benſon and Walter Livingſton, Eſqrs; ſhall be, and 
they hereby are declared to be agents for this ſtate, in the controver- 
ſy between this ſtate and the ſaid! commonwealth of Maſſachuſetts, 
in the ſaid recited act of the United States in Congreſs aſſembled 
mentioned; and the ſaid James Duane, John Jay, Robert R. Living- 
ſton, Egbert Benſon and Walter Livingfton, Eſqrs; or any two or 
more of them, are hereby authorized and directed, on the day and 
place for that purpoſe in the ſaid act limited, and at ſuch other times 
and places as the occaſion ſtrall require, in behalf of this ſtate, to ap- 
pear before the ſaid United States in Congreſs aſſembled, in order 
by the joint conſent of them the ſaid agents or any two or more of 
them, and the agents on the part of the ſaid commonwealth of Maſ- 
ſachuſetts, to appoint commiſſioners or judges to conſtitute a federal 
court for hearing and determining the controverſy aforeſaid ; and if 
it ſhall ſo happen, that the agents for the ſaid ſtate of New-York and 
commonwealth of Maſſachuſetts reſpeQively, ſhall not agree by joint 
conſent in appointing commiſſioners or judges to conſtitute ſuch court, 
then it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the ſaid agents on the part 
of this ſtate, or any two or more of them, and they or any two or 
more of them are hereby authorized and required, to proceed in be- 
half of this ſtate to the appointment of ſuch commiſſioners or judges, 
in the manner and form directed and preſcribed in and by the ſaid ar- 
ticles of confederation and perpetual union, and alſo to appear before 
the ſaid commiſſioners or judges when lawfully conſtituted, and there 
to repreſent this ſtate, and to manage, vindicate and defend the rights 
and juriſdiftion thereof, againſt the claim of the ſaid commonwealth 
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of Maſſachuſetts, by all lawful ways and means, with full power and 


authority, to employ ſuch council learned in the law, and ſuch ſolicit. 


ors as they ſhall think neceſſary to enable them more effeQually to 
diſcharge the truſt repoſed in them by this act. And be it further 
enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that it ſhall and may be lawful 
to and for the ſecretary of the ſtate of New-York, and the clerk of 
the city and county of Albany, or their reſpeQive deputies, and for 
the reſpective clerks of the ſenate and aſſembly of this ſtate, to pro- 
duce on the hearing of the controverſy aforeſaid, and for that pur- 
poſe to convey out of the ſtate all ſuch original papers remaining in 
their reſpective offices, as by the agents herein appointed to manage 
the controverſy aforeſaid, on the part of this ſtate, or any two or 
more of them, ſhall be judged neceſſary for the better manifeſtation 
of the boundaries and juriſdiction of this ſtate : Provided always, 
and be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that this act, or 
any article, clanſe, matter or thing herein contained, ſhall not extend 
or be deemed, conſtrued, adjudged or taken to annul, alter or in any 
wiſe affect certain articles of agreement made and concluded upon 
the 18th day of May, in the year of our Lord 1773, between com- 
miſſioners appointed by an act of the legiſlature of the late colony of 
New-York, and commiſſioners appointed by an act of the legiſlature 


of the late colony of Maſſachuſetts-Bay, nor to annul, alter or in any 


wiſe affect a certain inſtrument in writing, bearing date the 18th day 
of May, in the year laſt aforeſaid, under the hands and ſeals of the 
then governors of the ſaid colonies of New-York and Maſſachuſetts- 


Bay reſpeQtively, ſignifying their approbation of the ſaid agreement, 


nor any act or proceeding in purſuance of the ſaid articles of agree- 


ment, which have been done and performed ſince the ſettlement of the 


ſaid juriſdiction line, by commiſſioners and ſurveyors appointed as well 
on the part of this ſtate, while the colony of New-York, as on the 
part of the ſtate or commonwealth of Maſſachuſetts, while the colony 
of Maſſachuſetts-Bay, reſpecting the running and marking in part the 


juriſdiction line in the ſaid articles of agreement deſcribed ; nor any 


act or proceeding which is now doing and performing, or ſhall be done 
and performed by the commiſſioners and ſurveyors appointed on the 
part of this ſtate, and on the part of the ſtate or commonwealth of 
Maſſachuſetts, to complete the ſaid juriſdiction line, according to the 
true intent and meaning of the faid articles of agreement. And be 
it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that a certain act of the

buildings, due regard be had to the accommodation of the ſtates, with 
lots for houſes, for the uſe of their delegates reſpeQively ; that on 
the 24th day of December inſt.

BE it ordained by the United States in Congreſs aſſembled, that 
the powers and duty of the ſecretary at war ſhall be as follows, to 
wit: To examine into the preſent ſtate of the war department, the 
returns and preſent ſtate of the troops, ordinance, arms, ammunition, 
clothing and ſupplies of the troops of theſe ſtates, and report the ſame 
to Congreſs ; to keep exact and regular returns of all the forces of 
theſe ſtates, and of all the military-ſtores, equipments and ſupplies in 


the magazines of the United States, or in other places for their uſe ; 


and to receive into his care, from the officers in whole poſſeſhon they 


may be, all ſuch as are not in actual ſervice ; to form eſtimates of all 
ſuch ſtores, equipments and ſupplies as may be requiſite for the mili- 


tary ſervice, and for keeping up competent magazines, and to report 
the ſame to the commiſſioners of the treaſury of the United States, 
that meaſures may be taken in due time, for procuring the ſame ; 
to prepare eſtimates for paying and recruiting the troops of theſe Uni- 
ted States; to carry into effect all ordinances and reſolves of Congreſs 
for raiſing and equipping troops for the ſervice of the United States, 
and for inſpecting the ſaid troops; and to direct the arrangement, deſ- 


tination and operation of ſuch troops as are or may be in ſervice, ſub-

And where- 
as it is expedient, that the moſt effectual ſteps ſhould be taken, to de- 
tect a villainy ſo injurious to the intereſt of the citizens of theſe ſtates, 
and deſtructive of public credit; the United States in Congreſs aſſem- 
bled, have deemed it neceſſary to offer, and do hereby promiſe a reward 
of 500 dollars to any perſon or perſons, who ſhall diſcover and make 
known the perſon or perſons guilty of the ſaid forgery, or his or their

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accomplices, ſo that he or they may be legally convicted. And that 
the moſt ſpeedy and effeQual check may be given to a crime, tending 
in its conſequences ſo materially to effect the credit of the ſaid certi- 
ficates, and the intereſt of the United States, they do hereby recom- 
mend it to the executives of the different ſtates, to be aiding and al- 
fiſting in diſcovering and apprehending the author or authors of the 
forgery aforeſaid, or his or their accomplices, to the end, that the cre- 


dit of the United States of America may be ſecured from farther inju— 
ry, and the perpetrators of ſo attrocious an offence a to condign 


puniſhment, 


Done at New-York, this 2d day of February, in the year of our 
Lord 1785, and our ſovereignty and independence the ninth.

It appears however, that 
Mr. Cutting did not ſhun the enquiry, bur readily delivered to Mr, 
Fox, a box containing a number of books and papers containing re- 
ceipts and entries. Theſe were produced as full vouchers, but Mr. 


Fox returned the books to Mr. Cutting, that he might arrange the 
papers in proper order. For this purpoſe he retired to Eaſton, where 


he cut the vouchers out of the books, and laying them in order, he 


placed them looſe in a box to be returned for examination. On his 


way to Philadelphia, the box fell into the Delaware, by which all the 
vouchers were damaged, and ſome of them being on bad ſpungy paper, 
were rendered abſolutely illegible. On the whole, as Mr. Cutting has 
not declined once and again to render an account, as he had readily 
delivered the whole of his vouchers to the proper officer for examina- 
tion, and was re- poſſeſſed of them merely to alter their arrangement; the 
committee are bound to ſuppoſe that the injury which befel the pa- 
pers was purely accidental, eſpecially when they add that Mr. Cut- 
ting's general character is not only unimpeached, but that he does not 
appear to have improved his eſtate, while he was charged with public

He ſhall deliver atteſted copies of any reſolutions of Congreſs, or 
public papers in his office, not ſecret in their nature, or by ſpecial or- 
der, to any members of Congreſs who may require the fame in writing. 

He ſhall tranſmit to the ſecretary for foreign affairs, to the ſecre- 
tary for the war-department, to the ſecretary of marine, to the com- 
miſſioners of the board of treaſury, and to the poſt-maſter-general, all 
papers referred to them by Congrets reſpectively, as well as an au- 
thenticated copy of all acts, ordinances and refolutions of Congreſs, 
touching their reſpective departments.

He ſhall return ſuch anſwers as Congreſs ſhall direct to be given to 
the memorials, petitions and communications, except where Congrels

He ſhall tranſmit to the ſeveral ſtates, all aAs, ordinances, reſolu—

He ſhall not deliver any original journal out of his office, nor ſhall 


he deliver any original letter or paper out of his office, without an 
order of Congreſs, and a receipt therefor. |

public papers in his office, not ſecret in their nature, or by ſpecial 


order, to any members of Congreſs who may require the ſame, 

He ſhall tranſmit to the ſecretary for foreign affairs, to the ſecre- 
tary for the war department, to the ſecretary of marine, to the com- 
miſſioners of the board of treaſury, and to the poſt-maſter-general, all 
papers referred to them by Congreſs reſpectively, as well as an authen- 
ticated copy of all acts, ordinances and reſolutions of Congrefs, touch- 
ing their re ſpective departments.

An Ordinance for azscertaining the Mode of disposing of Lands in the 
| Western Territory. | 
BE it ordained by the United States in Congreſs aſſembled, that the 
territory ceded by individual ſtates to the United States, which has been 
purchaſed of the Indian inhabitants, ſhall be diſpoſed of in the follow- 
ing manner: | 
A ſurveyor from each ſtate ſhall be appointed by Congreſs, who ſhall 


take an oath for the faithful diſcharge of his duty, to be adminiſtered 


by the geographer of the United States, who is hereby empowered and 
directed to adminiſter the ſame, 


The geographer, under whoſe direction the ſurveyors ſhall aQ, ſhall 


form ſuch regulations for their conduct, as he ſhall deem neceſſary, and 


ſhall have authority to ſuſpend them for miſconduct in office, and ſhall 
make report of the ſame to Congreſs. 

The ſurveyors ſhall proceed to divide the ſaid territory into town- 
ſhips of 7 miles ſquare, by lines running due north and ſouth, and 
others croſſing theſe at right angles, unleſs where the boundaries of 
the late Indian purchaſes may render the ſame impracticable, and then 
they ſhall depart from this rule no farther than ſuch particular circum- 
ſtances may require. 

There ſhall be allowed for the ſurveying of a townſhip at the rate 
of two dollars per mile, including the wages of chain carriers, markers, 
and every other expenſe, and ſo in proportion for every fractional 
part of a townſhip. 

The firſt line, running north and ſouth as aforeſaid, ſhall begin on 
the Ohio, at a point that ſhall be found to be due north from the ter- 
mination of a line, which has been run as the ſouthern boundary of 
the ſtate of Pennſylvania; and the firſt line running eaſt and weſt ſhall 
begin at the ſame point, and ſhall extend throughout the whole terri- 
tory. The geographer ſhall deſignate the townſhips or parts of town- 
ſhips, by numbers progreſſively from ſouth to north, always beginning 
each range with No. 1; and the ranges ſhall be diſtinguiſhed by their 
progreſſive numbers to the weſtward. The firſt range extending from 
the Ohio to the lake Erie, being marked No. 1. | 

The lines ſhall be meaſured with a chain; ſhall be plainly marked 
by chaps on the trees, and exactly deſcribed on a plat, whereon ſhall 
be noted, at their proper diſtances, all mines, ſalt-ſprings and ſalt- 
licks that ſhall come to his knowledge, and all water-courſes, moun— 
tains, and other remarkable and permanent things, over or near which 
ſuch lines ſhall paſs. 

The plats of the townſhips reſpectively, ſhall be marked by ſubdi- 
viſions into ſections of 1 mile ſquare, or 640 acres, in the ſame direc- 


tion as the external lines, and numbered from 1 to 49. Always be- 


ginning the ſucceeding range of the ſections with the number next to 
that which the preceding one concluded. And where, from the cauſes 
before-mentioned, only a part of a townſhip ſhall be ſurveyed, the 
ſections protracted thereon ſhall bear the ſame numbers as if the town- 
ſhips had been entire. And theſe ſections ſhall be ſubdivided into 
lots of 320 acres. 

The geographer and ſurveyors ſhall pay the utmoſt attention to the

Croghan, of three tracts of land, containing about 200,000 
acres, with a covenant therein, that, in caſe the ſaid lands ſhould fall 
within the charter limits of Pennſylvania, the ſame might be made up 
to col. Croghan from the lands then ceded to the ſaid king; that in

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the deed of ceſſion to the crown, the lands ceded were charged to com. 


penſate the aforeſaid col. Croghan upon the contingency aforeſaid, 
The memorialiſt now repreſents, that the lands ceded for the uſe of 
col. Croghan, in fact fall within the limits of Pennſylvania, and prays 


the United States to compenſate him as the lawful reprelentative of 


the late col, Croghan, for the loſs of the ſame. 
Upon this ſtate of facts, the committee obſerve, that granting that 


the deed of ceſhon of the Six Nations of Indians, charged the lands 


ceded thereby to the crown, to compenſate the late col. Croghan as 


aforeſaid, and granting the event to have taken place upon which ſuch 


compenſation ſhould be made ; yet the committee conceive the charge 
to be a real and not a perſonal one : and as particular ſtates claim the 
whole of the territory ceded as aforeſaid to the crown, the obligation 
to compenſate the repreſentative of the late col. Croghan, if it exiſts, 
muſt lie upon the particular ſtates thus claiming the lands charged, and

The firſt line, running north and ſouth as aforeſaid, ſhall begin on 
the river Ohio, at a point that ſhall be found to be due north from the 
weſtern termination of a line, which has been run as the ſouthern 
boundary of the ſtate of Pennſylvania ; and the firſt line, running eaſt 
and weſt, ſhall begin at the ſame point, and ſhall extend throughout 
the whole territory; provided, that nothing herein ſhall be conſtrued, 
as fixing the weſtern boundary of the ſtate of Pennſylvania. The ge- 


ographer ſhall deſignate the townſhips, or fractional parts of townſhips, 


by numbers progreſſively from ſouth to north ; always beginning each 
range with No. 1; and the ranges ſhall be diſtinguiſhed by their pro- 
greſſive numbers to the weſtward. The firſt range, extending from the 


Ohio to the lake Erie, being marked No. 1. The geographer ſhall 


perſonally attend to the running of the firſt eaſt and weſt line; and 
ſhall take the latitude of the extremes of the firſt north and ſouth 
line, and of the mouths of the principal rivers. 7 

The lines ſhall be meaſured with a chain ; ſhall be plainly marked 
by chaps on the trees, and exactly deſcribed on a plat ; whereon ſhall 
be noted by the ſurveyor, at their proper diſtances, all mines, ſalt- 
ſprings, falt-licks and mill-ſeats, that ſhall come to his knowledge; 


and all water-courſes, mountains and other remarkable and permanent 


things, over and near which ſuch lines ſhall paſs, and alſo the quality 
of the lands. | | 


The plats of the townſhips reſpeAively, ſhall be marked by ſubdi- 


viſions into lots of one mile ſquare, or 640 acres, in the ſame direc- 
tion as the external lines, and numbered from 1 to 36; always begin- 
ning the ſucceeding range of the lots with the number next to that 
with which the preceding one concluded. And where, from the cauſes 
before-mentioned, only a fractional part of a townſhip ſhall be ſur— 
veyed, the lots, protracted thereon, ſhall bear the ſame numbers as if 


the townſhip had been entire. And the ſurveyors, in running the ex- 
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ternal lines of the townſhips, ſhall, at the interval of every mile, mark 
corners for the lots which are adjacent, always deſignating the ſame 
in a different manner from thoſe of the townſhips. 

The geographer and ſurveyors ſhall pay the utmoſt attention to the 
variation of the magnetic needle ; and ſhall run and note all lines by 
the true meridian, certifying, with every plat, what was the variation 
at the times of running the lines thereon noted. 

As ſoon as 7 ranges of townſhips, and fractional parts of townſhips, 
in the direction from ſouth to north, ſhall have been ſurveyed, the ge- 
ographer ſhall tranſmit plats thereof to the board of treaſury, who 
ſhall record the ſame, with the report, in well-bound books to be kept 
for that purpoſe. And the geographer ſhall make fimilar returns, 
from time to time, of every 7 ranges as they may be ſurveyed. The 
ſecretary at war ſhall have recourſe thereto, and ſhall take by lot 
therefrom, a number of townſhips, and fractional parts of townſhips, 
as well from thoſe to be fold entire, as from thoſe to he ſold in lots, 
as will be equal to one-ſeventh part of the whole of ſuch 7 ranges, 
as nearly as may be, for the ule of the late continental army; and he 
ſhall make a fimilar draught, from time to time, until a roctent quan- 
tity is drawn to fatisfy the ſame, to be applied in manner hereinaſter 
directed. The board of treaſury ſhall, from time to time, cauſe the 
remaining numbers, as well thole to be ſold entire, as thoſe to be ſold 
in lots, to be drawn for, in the name of the thirteen ſtates re ſpeclive— 
ly, according to the quotas in the laſt preceding requilition on all the 
ſtates; provided, that in caſe more land than its proportion is allotted 
for ſale, in any ſtate, at any diſtribution, a deduction be made therefor 
at the next. 

The board of treaſury ſhall tranſmit a copy of the original plats, 
previouſly noting thereon, the townlhips, and fractional parts of town- 
ſhips, which fhall have fallen to the ſeveral ſtates, by the diſtribution 
aforeſaid, to the commiſſioners of the loan-office of the ſeveral ſtates, 
who, after giving notice of not leſs than two nor more than ſix months, 
by cauling advertiſements to be poſted up at the court-houfes, or other 
noted places in every county, and to be inſerted in one news-paper, 
publiſhed in the ſtates of their reſidence reſpectively, ſhall proceed to 
fell the townſhips, or fractional parts of townſhips, at public vendue; 
in the following manner, viz: The townſhip, or fractional part of a 
townſhip, No. 1, in the firſt range, ſhall be fold entire; and No. 2, in 
the ſame range, by lots; and thus in alternate order through the 
whole of the firſt range. The townlhip, or fractional part of a town- 
ſhip, No. 1, in the ſecond range, ſhall be fold by lots; and No. 2, in 
the ſame range, entire; and fo in alternate order through the whole 
of the ſecond range; and the third range ſhall be fold in the ſame man- 
ner as the firſt, and the fourth in the ſame manner as the ſecond, and 


thus alternately throughout all the ranges; provided, that none of the 


lands, within the ſaid territory, be fold under the price of one dollar 
the acre, to be paid in ſpecie, or loan- office certificates, reduced to 
ſpecie value, by the ſcale of depreciation, or certificates of liquidated 


debts of the United States, including intereſt, beſides the expenſe of 


the ſurvey and other charges thereon, which are hereby rated at 36 


dollars the townlhip, in ſpecie, or certificates as aforeſaid, and fo in 
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the ſame proportion for a fractional part of a townſhip, or of a lot, to 
be paid at the time of ſales; on failure of which payment, the ſaid 
lands ſhall again be offered for ſale. 

There ſhall be reſerved for the United States out of every town- 
(hip, the four lots, being numbered 8, 11, 26, 29, and out of every 
fractional part of a townſhip, ſo many lots oi the fame numbers as 
{hall be found thereon, for future ſale, There ſhall be reſerved the 


lot No. 16, of every townſhip, for the maintenance of public ſchools, 


within the ſaid townſhip ; alto one-third part of all gold, ſilver, lead 
and copper mines, to be ſold, or otherwiſe diſpoſed of as Congreſs ſhall 
hereaſter direct. 


When any townſhip, or fractional part of a townſhip, ſhall have been 


fold as aforeſaid, and the money or certificates received theretor, the 


loan- officer ſhall deliver a deed in the following terms :

Where any military claimants of bounty in lands ſhall not have be- 
longed to the line of any particular ſtate, fimilar certificates ſhall be 
{-nt to the board of treaſury, who ſhall execute deeds to the parties 
for the ſame. 

The ſecretary at war, from the proper returns, ſhall tranſmit to the 
board of rreafury, a certificate, ſpecifying the name and rank of the

formerly ſettled there, or the remains of that ſociety, as may, in the 
judgment of the geographer, be ſufficient for them to cultivate. 
Saving and reſerving always, to all officers and ſoldiers entitled to 


lands on the northweſt fide of the Ohio, by donation or bounty from 
the commonwealth of Virginia, and to all perſons claiming under them, 


all rights to which they are ſo entitled, under the deed of ceſſion execu- 
ted by the delegates for the ſtate of Virginia, on the Iſt day of March, 
1784, and the act of Congreſs accepting the ſame: and to the end, 
that the ſaid rights may be fully and effectually ſecured, according to 
the true intent and meaning of the ſaid deed of ceſſion and att afore- 
ſaid, Be it ordained, that no part of the land included between the ri- 
vers called Little Miami and Sciota, on the northweſt {ſide of the river 


Ohio, be ſold, or in any manner alienated until there ſhall firſt have been 


laid off and appropriated for the ſaid officers and ſoldiers, and perſons 
claiming under them, the lands they are entitled to, agreeably to the 
ſaid deed of ceſſion and act of Congreſs accepting the ſame.

The committee, conſiſting of Mr. King, Mr. Johnſon, Mr. Gray- 
fon, Mr. Ellery and Mr. M*Henry, appointed to examine the acts of 
the ſtate of. North-Carolina, touching a ceſſion of weſtern territory, 
baving reported their opinion, | 

That the act of ceſſion of the ſtate of North-Carolina, of the 2d day 
of June, 1784, gives a right to the United States in Congreſs aſſem- 
bled, at any time within one year from the paſling of the ſame, to 


accept the ceſſion of weſtern territory therein deſcribed, ſubject to the 
conditions and reſervations in the ſaid act contained, and that no ſub- 
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ſ-quent act or law of the ſtate of North-Carolina could ſo repeal or 
make void the ſaid act of ceſſion, as to annul the right of the United 
States in Congrels aſſembled, to accept the territory thereby ceded 
within the period, and ſubject to the conditions and reſervations afore- 
laid. 

That conſiſtently with the objects of the reſolutions of Congreſs of 
the 6th of September and the 10th of October, 1780, and with the 
duty Congrels owe to the federal union, they cannot decline an ac- 
ceptance of the ceſſion aforeſaid ; and thereupon recommend, 

That the United States in Congreſs aſſembled, do accept the ceſſion 
of weſtern territory made by the ſtate of North-Carolina, i in their act 
of the 2d day of June, in the year 1784, ſubje& to the conditions and 
reſervations in the ſaid act contained. . 

The committee ſubmit it to Congreſs, that as the commonwealth 
of Maſſachuſetts have made a ceſhon of weſtern territory to the Uni-

of each, than important to the independence of all the ſtates, every 
meaſure ought to be adopted and vigorouſly executed, which can have 
a tendency to perpetuate an inſtitution that reflects ſo much honor 
upon human nature, and ſo ſtrongly points the world to the true po. 
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litical felicity of mankind. But whatever marks of wiſdom and per. 
fection appear upon the face of this ſyſtem, it cannot be expected that 
proviſion is made againſt every ſpecies of corruption, which ambition 
and avarice may attempt to introduce for the ſubverſion of it ; and 
therefore in the early age of our national exiſtence, the United States 
in Congreſs aſſembled, will doubtleſs form ſuch reſolutions and eſtabliſh 
ſuch principles, as will have a tendency to prevent deſigning men, in 
future ages, from ſapping the foundation of our federal union. The 
world cannot but admire that prudence and wiſdom, which by proyi. 
ding for a rotation of members in Congreſs, fixed one important barrier 
againſt corruption, but the legiſlature of this commonwealth obſerve 
with concern and regret, that no proviſion is made to prevent the 
members of Congreſs from appointing themſelves to offices ; and it re. 
quires no very great ſhare of ſagacity to foreſee, that unleſs this point 
is more effeQually guarded, the offices of the federal government may 
hereafter be filled with men who will not be moſt capable of ſerving 
the people, or the moſt remarkable for their integrity, and that ſome 
perſons forſaking the true intereſt of their country, will take corrupt 
meaſures to become members of Congreſs, with a view to poſſeſs them. 
ſelves of lucrative employments, whereby offices in themſelves unne. 
ceſſary may be created and multiplied, and the injured fabric of ou 
federal government be overthrown by the ſame means that have been 
employed in proſtrating thoſe ancient republics, which are ſeen no more 
but in the pages of hiſtory, The legiſlature of this commonwealth, 
therefore inſtruct you, gentlemen, to endeavour to procure a reſolution 
of Congreſs, enacting that no member of Congreſs ſhall be appointed 
to any office under the ſtates during the term for which he ſhall have 
been elected.“ The delegates of the commonwealth of Maſſachuſetts, 
in obedience to the aforeſaid inſtructions, move that it be Resolved, 
That the election and acceptance of any perſon as a member of Con. 
greſs, ſhall forever hereafter. be deemed to incapacitate and diſqualify 
ſuch perſon, from being eleQed by the United States in Congreſs al. 
ſembled, to any office of truſt or profit, under the ſaid ſlates during 
the term for which he ſhall have been ſo elected a member of Congreſs,

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« To the United States of America in Congreſs aſſembled, The pe- 
tition of the legiſlature of South-Carolina ſheweth, That a diſpute and 
difference hath ariſen and ſubliſts between the ſtate of Georgia and this 
ſtate, concerning boundaries, the ſaid ſtates claiming, reſpectively, the 
ſame territories. That the caſe and claim of this ſtate are as follows, 
viz. Charles 2d, king of Great-Britain, by charter, dated the 24th day 
of March, in the i5th year of his reign, granted to eight perſons there. 
in named, as lords proprietors thereof, all the lands lying and being 
within his dominions of America, between 31 and 36 degrees of north 
latitude, in a direct weſt line to the South-Seas, ſtiling the lands ſo 
deſcribed, the province of Carolina. That on the 30th day of June, in 


the 17th year of his reign, the ſaid king, granted to the ſaid lords pro- 


prietors, a ſecond charter, enlarging the bounds of Carolina, viz. from 
29 degrees of north latitude to 36 degrees 30 minutes, and from thoſe 
points on the ſea-coaſt, weſt in a direct line to the South-Seas. That 
{ſeven of the {aid proprietors of Carolina, fold and ſurrendered to George 
24, late king of Great-Britain, all their title and intereſt in the ſaid pro- 
vince, and the ſhare of the remaining proprietor was ſeparated from 
the king's, and alotted to him in the north part of North-Carolina. That 
Carolina was afterwards divided into two provinces called North and 
South-Carolina, That by a charter dated the 9th day of June, 1732, 
George 2d, king of Great-Britain, granted to certain perſons therein 
named, all the lands lying between the rivers Savannah and Alata- 
maha, and between lines to be drawn from the heads of thoſe rivers 
re ſpectively te the South-Sea, and ſtiled the ſaid colony Georgia. That 
by the treaty of peace, concluded at Paris, on the 10th day of Febru— 
ary, 1763, the river Miſhſippi was declared to be the weſtern boundary 
of the North-American colonies. That the governor of South-Ca- 
rolina, in the year 1762, conceiving that the land to the ſouthward of 
the Alatamaha {till belonged to South-Carolina, granted ſeveral trads 
of the ſaid land. That the government of Georgia complained to the 
king of Great-Britain reſpecting thoſe grants, as being for land. with- 
in its limits, and thereupon his majeſty, by proclamation dated the 
7th day of October, 1763, annexed to Georgia, all the lands lying 
between the rivers Alatamaha and St. Mary's; the validity of the 
grants paſſed by the governor of South-Carolina, as aforeſaid, remain- 
ing however acknowledged and unconteſted, and the grantees of the 
ſaid land, or their repreſentatives, ſtill holding it as their legal eſtate, 
That South-Carolina claims the lands lying between the North-Ca- 
rolina line, and a line to be run due weſt from the mouth of Tugoloo 
river to the Miſſiſippi, becaule, as the ſaid ſtate contends, the river 
Savannah Inſes that name at the confluence of Tugoloo and Keowee 
rivers, conſequently that ſpot is the head of Savannah river; the ſtate 
of Georgia, on the other hand, contends, that the ſource of Keowee 
river is to be conſidered as the head of Savannah river. That the ſtate 
of South-Carolina alſo claims all the lands lying between a line to be 
drawn from the head of the river St. Mary, the head of Alatamaha, 
the Miſſiſippi and Florida, being, as the ſaid ſtate contends, within the 
limits of its charter, and not annexed to Georgia by the ſaid procla- 


mation of 1763; the ſtate of Georgia, on the other hand, contends, 


that the tract of country, laſt mentioned, is a part of that ſtate; there-

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tore and in as much as the United States in Congreſs aſſembled, are 
the laſt reſort, on appeal, in all diſputes and differences between two 
or more ſtates concerning boundary, the legiſlature of South-Carolina 
pray for a hearing and determination of the difference and diſpute ſub- 


fiſting as aforeſaid, between Georgia and this ſtate, agreeable to the 


articles of confederation and perpetual union, between the United 
States of America, In the Senate houſe, this 24th day of March, in 
the year of our Lord 1785, and in the 9th year of the independence 
of the United States of America.”

That a copy of the treaty entered into by the commiſſioners of the 
United States, with the ſachems and warriors of the Six Nations of 
Indians, at Fort-Stanwix, on the 22d day of October, 1784, in the 
words following : 

« Articles of a treaty concluded at Fort Stanwix, on 22d day of 
October 1784, between Oliver Wolcott, Richard Butler and Arthur 
'Lee, commiſſioners plenipotentiary from the United States in Con- 
greſs aſſembled, on the one part, and the ſachems and warriors of the. 
Six Nations on the other. The United States of America give peace 
to the Senecas, Mohawks, Onondagas and Cayugas, and receive them 
into their protection upon the following conditions: Art. 1. Six hoſ- 
tages ſhall be immediately delivered to the commiſſioners by the ſaid 
nations, to remain in poſſeſſion of the United States, till all the pri- 
ſoners, white and black, which were taken by the ſaid Senecas, Mo- 
hawks, Onondagas and Cayugas, or by any of them in the late war, 
from among the people of the United States, ſhall be delivered up. 
Art. 2. The Oneida.and Tuſcarora nations ſhall be ſecured in the 
poſſeſſion of the lands on which they are ſettled. Art. 3. A line ſhall 
be drawn, beginning at the mouth of a creek about 4 miles eaſt of 
Niagara, called Oyonwayea or Johnſon's landing place, upon the lake 
named by the Indians Oſwego, and by us Ontario, from thence 
ſoutherly in a direction always 4 miles eaſt of the carrying path, be- 
tween lake Erie and Ontario, to the mouth of Tehoſeroron or But- 
faloe-creek on-lake Erie, thence ſouth to the north boundary of the 
ſtate of Pennſylvania, thence weſt to the end of the ſaid north boun- 
dary, thence ſouth along the weſt boundary of the ſaid ſtate, to the 
river Ohio, the ſaid line from the mouth of the Oyonwayea to the 
Ohio, ſhall be the weſtern boundary of the lands of the Six Nations, 
ſo that the Six Nations ſhall and do yield to the United States, all 
claims to the country weſt of the ſaid boundary, and then they ſhall 
be ſecured in the peaceful poſſeſſion of the lands they inhabit eaſt and 
north of the ſame, reſerving only fix miles ſquare round the fort of 
Oſwego, to the United States, for the ſupport of the ſame. Art. 4. 
The commiſſioners of the United States, 1 in conſideration of the pre- 
ſent circumſtances of the ſaid nations, and in execution of the hu- 
mane and liberal views of the United States upon the ſigning of the 
above articles, will order goods to be delivered to the ſaid Six Nations 
for their uſe and comfort.” 

And a copy of the treaty entered into by the ſaid 3 
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with the ſfachems and warriors of the Wiandot, Delaware, Chippawas 
and Ottawas Indians at Fort-M<Intoſh, on the 21ſt day of January, 
1785, in the words following : 

Articles of a treaty concluded at Fort-M. Intoſh, the 21ſt day of 
January, 1785, between the commiſſioners plenipotentiary of the Uni. 
ted States of 4 of the one part, and ſachems and warriors of 
the Wiandot, Delaware, Chippawa and Ottawa nations of the other, 
The commiſſioners plenipotentiary of the United States in Congreſs 
allembled, give peace to the Wiandot, Delaware, Chippawa and Ot. 
tawa nations of Indians, on the following conditions; Art. I. Three 
chiefs, one from among tke Wiandot, and two from among the Dela. 
ware, nations, ſhall be delivered up to the commiſſioners of the United 
States, to be by them retained till all the priſoners, white and black 
taken by the ſaid nations or any of them, ſhall be reſtored. Art. 2, 
The ſaid Indian nations do acknowledge themſelves and all their tribes 
to be under the protection of the United States, and of no other lo- 
vereign whatſoever. Art. 3. The boundary line between the United 
States and the Wiandot.and Delaware nations, ſhall begin at the 
mouth of the river Cayahoga, and run thence up the ſaid river to the 
portage, between that and the Tuſcarawas branch of Muſkingum ; 
then down the ſaid branch to the forks at the croſſing place above Fort- 
Lawrence; then weſterly to the portage of the Big Miami, which runs 
into the Ohio, at the mouth of which branch the fort ſtood, which was 

aken by the French in 1752, then along the ſaid portage to the Great 
Miami, or Ome river, and down the ſouth-eaſt {ide of the fame to its 
mouth, thence along the ſouth ſhore of lake Erie, to the mouth of 
Cayahoga where it began. Art. 4. The United States allot all the 
lands contained within the ſaid lines to the Wiandot and Delaware na- 
tions, to live and to hunt on, and to ſuch of the Ottawa nation as now 
live thereon ; ſaving and referring for the citabliſhment of trading 
poſts, ſix miles ſquare at the mouth of Miami or Ome river, and the 
{ame at the portage on that branch of the Big Miami, which runs into 
the Ohio, and the ſame on the lake of Sanduſke, where the fort form- 
erly ſtood, and alſo two miles ſquare on each fide of the lower rapids 
of Sanduſke river, which poſts and the lands annexed to them, fhall 
be to the ule and under the government of the United States. Art, 5. 
If any citizen of the United States or other perſon not being an In- 
| dian, ſhall attempt to ſettle on any of the lands allotted to the Wian- 
6 dot and Delaware nations in this treaty, except on the lands reſerved 
wy | to the United States in the preceding article, ſuch perſon ſhall forfeit 
j the protection of the United States, and the Indians may puniſh him as 
1 they pleaſe. Art. 6. The Indians who ſign this treaty, as well in be— 
ph halt of all their tribes as of themſelves, do acknowledge the lands eaſt, 
bs ſouth and welt of the lines deſcribed in the 3d article, ſo far as the {aid 
1 Indians formerly claimed the ſame, to belong to the United States; ; 
NY and none of their tribes ſhall preſume to ſettle upon the ſame, or any 
| part of it. Art, 7. The poſt of Detroit, with a diſtrict beginning at 
lis, the mouth of the river Roſine, on the weſt end of lake Erie; and run- 
| ning weſt fix miles up the ſouthern bank of the ſaid river, thence north- 
erly and always fix miles weſt of the ſtrait, till it ſtrikes the lake St. 
Clair, ſhall be alſo reſerved to the ſole uſe of the United States. Art. 
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8, In the ſame manner the poſt of Michillimackinac with its depen- 
dencies, and 12 miles ſquare about the ſame, ſhall be reſerved to the uſe 
of the United States, Art. 9. If any Indian or Indians, ſhall commit 
a robbery or murder on any citizen of the United States, the tribe to 
which ſuch offenders may belong, ſhall be bound to deliver them up at 
the neareſt poſt, to be puniſhed according to the ordinances of the Uni- 
ted States. Art. 10. The commiſſioners of the United States in pur- 
ſuance of the humane and liberal views of Congreſs, upon this treaty's 
being igned, will direct goods to be diſtributed among the different 
tribes for their uſe and comfort. Separate article. It is agreed that 
ihe Delaware chiefs Kelelamond or colonel Henry Hengue, puſhees, or 
the Big-Cat Wicocalind, or captain White Eyes, who took up the 
hatchet for the United States, and their families, ſhall be received into 
the Delaware nation, in the ſame ſituation and rank as before the war, 
and enjoy their due portions of the lands given to the Wiandot and 
Delaware nations, in this treaty, as fully as if they had not taken part 
with America, or as any other perſon or perſons in the faid nations,” 

Be publiſhed and tranſmitted to che executives of the ſeveral ſtates ; 
and that it be declared, that no purchaſes, which have been or here- 
after may be made from the Indians, at any treaties held or to be held 
with them, of their right to ſoil within the limits of any ſtate, can, 
ought or ſhall he conſidered as interfering with the right of any ſuch 
tate to the juriſdiction or ſoil. 

A motion was made by Mr. Houſtoun, ſeconded by Mr. Ellery, that 
the foregoing motion be committed ; and when the queſiion was about 
to be put, the yeas and nays being required by Mr. Pinckney, the de- 
termination thereof was poſtponed to next day by the ſtate of Georgia.

degree, be allowed a yearly penſion, which ſhall correſpond with the 
degree of their diſability, compared with that of an officer wholly diſa- 
bled ; that all non-commiſſioned officers and privates within the afore- 
ſaid deſcription, diſabled in the ſervice of the United States, ſo as to

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be wholly incapable of military or garriſon duty,'or of obtaining a live- 
lihood by labour, be allowed a ſum not exceeding five dollars per 
month: and all non-commiſſioned officers and privates as aforeſaid, 
who ſhall not have been diſabled in ſo great a degree, be allowed ſuch 
a ſum as ſhall correſpond with the degree of their diſability, compared 
with that of a non-commiſhoned officer or private wholly difabled, 

4, That each ſtate appoint one or more perſons of ſuitable abilities, 
to examine all claimants, and to report whether the perſon producing 
a certificate, ſetting forth that he is an invalid, be ſuch in fact, and if 
ſuch, to what pay he 1s entitled ; and thereupon, the perſons appoint- 
ed to make ſuch enquiry, ſhall give to the invalid a certificate ſpeci- 
fying to what pay he is entitled, and tranſmit a copy to the perſon who 
may be appointed by the ſtate to receive and record the ſame, 

5, That each ſtate be authorized to pay to the commiſſioned officers, 
non-· commiſſioned officers and privates, the ſum or ſums to which they 
ſhall be reſpeQively entitled, agreeably to the before-mentioned cer- 
tificates ; the ſaid payments to be deducted from the reſpective quotas 
of the ſtates for the year on which they ſhall be made. Provided that

On motion of Mr. M Henry, 

Ordered, That T. Barclay, eommiſſioner for accounts in Europe, 
report to Congreſs an abſtract of the ſettlement he has made of the ac- 
counts of the ſervants of the United States, and others, who have been 
entruſted with the expenditure of public monies in Europe. 

Congreſs proceeded to the election of a ſurveyor from Connecticut, 
and, the ballots being taken, 

Mr. Iſaac Sherman was elected, having been previouſly nominated 
by the delegates of that ſtate. 

Congreſs took into conlideration the report of a grand committee, 
conſiſting of Mr. Howell, Mr. Foſter, Mr. King, Mr. Cook, Mr. Smith, 
Mr. Dick, Mr. Pettit, Mr. Hindman, Mr. Monroe, Mr. Pinckney and 
Mr. Baldwin, to whom was re-committed their report on the ſubject of 
ſupplies for the year 1785, which is as follows : 

„That for the ſervices of the preſent year, 1785, for the payment 
of one year's intereſt on the foreign and domeſtic debt, and as a pro- 
viſion to diſcharge the excels of the eſtimate of April 27th, 1784, above 
the proportion of former deficiencies, called for by the reſolve of Con- 
greſs of that date, it will be neceſſary that the ſum of 3,000,000 of 
dollars, in addition to 708,452 dollars, hereafter provided for, be paid 
into the common treaſury, on or before the 3 Iſt day.of December next, 
to be appropriated to the following purpoſes :

The committee find that, for reaſons ſtated in the reſolve of Con- 
greſs, of the 27th April, 1784, there yet remains a moiety of the re- 
quiſition for 8,000,000 of dollars, and the whole of the requiſition for 
2,000,000 of dollars, to be applied to the uſe of the United States, 
before any new requiſition ought to be made: They are therefore of 
opinion, that the ſtates be called upon, to make actual payment of three 
quarters of the remaining moiety aforeſaid, in the courſe of the pre- 
ſent year. 

That the committee have not been able to obtain information how 
many ſtates have complied with the reſolution of February 17th, or 
that of April 18th, 1783, relative to a rule, for quotaing federal requi- 
ſitions: They are therefore of opinion, that the ſeveral ſtates which 
have not decided on that ſubject, be again ſolicited to come to a deci- 
ſion thereon, and to ſend forward the ſame, as a meaſure neceſſary to 
enable Congreſs to effect a ſettlement of accounts with the ſeveral ſtates, 
and to apportion to each a juſt quota of the public expenſes ; but, in the 
mean time, as the public faith renders it the duty of Congreſs to conti- 
nue their annual demand for money, the committee are of opinion, that in 
the apportionment thereof, the ſeveral ſtates ſhould be quotaed agree- 
ably to juſtice, on the beſt information Congreſs may, from time to 
time, have upon the ſubject. And, upon this principle, recommend to 
Congreſs, that the ſaid ſum of 3,000,000 of dollars, be quotaed upon 
the ſeveral ſtates, as follows, viz.

As more than two-thirds of the ſum called for, is to be applied to 
the payment of intereſt on the domeſtic debt; the committee are of 
opinion, that the ſeveral legiſlatures be allowed ſo to model the col. 
lection of the ſums called for, that one-third of any ſum being paid in 
actual money, the other two-thirds may be diſcharged by diſcounts of 
intereſt with the domeſtic creditors. And to aſcertain the evidences 
of intereſt to be diſcounted, the holders of loan-office certificates ſhall

ſtruQions as may enable them to detect counterfeit evidences of in- 
tereſt, and thereby to avoid receiving them in diſcharge of taxes, 
which certificates of intereſt being parted with by the holders of the 
principal, ſhall be deemed evidence that he has received ſatisfaction 
for the ſame, and therefore ſhall be receivable from the bearer in lieu 
of money in the proportion aforeſaid, in any other ſtate in the union, 
as well as in the ſtate in which they were iſſued. That the ſtate re- 
ceiving ſuch certificates and paying the ſame into the public treaſury,

The committee find that the revenue ſyſtem of April 18th, 1785, 
hath been adopted in whole or in part, by eleven ſtates ; and being of 
opinion, that it is expedient for Congreſs ſtill to rely on that plan, 


which has been ſo long under reference to the ſtates, and which, aſter 


repeated conſideration in ſucceſſive Congreſſes, has been found prefer- 
able to any other ſyſtem, and conceived neceſſary to the eſtabliſhment 
of the public credit, the committee ſubmit it to Congreſs, earneſtly to 
recommend to ſuch of the eleven ſtates as have complied only in part, 
to adopt the ſame completely ; and to the two other ſtates, who have 


not adopted the plan either in whole or in part, to paſs laws as ſoon as 


may be in conformity thereto, 
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The ſum quotaed upon the ſtates in the preſent demand, by provid- 
ing for the deficiencies of former years, exceed the ſum the ſtates 
were called on for during the laſt year ; but the greater proportion 
of diſcount now admitted, will render it leſs impoveriſhing to the 
citizens. 

As a motive for the cheerful payment of the ſum now called for, as 
well as of the arrearages on that of April 27, 1784, the committee 
are of opinion, that the ſtates be reminded, that Congreſs have paſſed 
an ordinance for the ſurvey and ſale of the weſtern territory of the 
United States, and that the proceeds thereof will be applied as a ſink- 
ing fund, to extinguiſh the principal of the domeſtic debt. Future 
requiſitions for intereſt on the domeſtic debt, will therefore be reduced 
in proportion as this fund may be rendered productive. And while on 
this ſubject, the committee cannot forbear mentioning that of the 
ſtates claiming weſtern territory, Maſſachuſetts alone has made the 
expected ceſhon during the laſt year, they are therefore of opinion, 
that the ſubje& be again preſented to the attention of the ſtates 
which have not complied with ſo reaſonable a propoſition ; and that 


they be once more ſolicited. to conſider with candour and liberality, 


the expectations of their ſiſter ſtates, and the earneſt and repeated ap- 
plications made to them by Congreſs on this ſubject.

That upon ſupplies furniſhed by impreſſment or otherwiſe, or ſervi-

tion Congreſs may, from time to time, have obtained upon the ſubject. 
And, upon this principle, recommend to Congreſs, that in the preſent 
requiſition for 3,000,000 of dollars, the quota of the ſeveral ſtates be 
as follows, viz. | |

Which ſums, when paid, ſhall be paſſed to the credit of the ſtates 
reſpeQively, on the terms preſcribed by the reſolution of Congreſs of 
the 6th day of October, 1779, and together with the monies relied on 
to diſcharge the aforeſaid deduction of 649,880 dollars, be applied in 
conformity with the ſeveral appropriations in the preceding part of this 
report, giving preference according to the order in which they are ſta- 
ted in the eſtimate. 

As more than two-thirds of the ſum called for, is to be applied 
to the payment of intereſt on the domeſtic debt ; the committee are 
of opinion, that the ſeveral legiſlatures may ſo model the collection of 
the ſums called for, that one-third of any ſum being paid in actual mo- 
ney, the other two-thirds may be diſcharged by the intereſt due upon 
loan-office certificates, and upon other certificates of the liquidated 
debts of the United States; and to aſcertain the evidences of intereſt 
due upon loan-office certificates, the holders thereof reſpeQtively ſhall 
be at liberty to carry them to the office from which they iſſued, and 
the holders of other certificates of liquidated debts of the United States, 
to carry the ſame to the Joan-office of that ſtate, wherein they are 
inhabitants, or, if a foreigner, to any loan-office within the United 
States, and to have the intereſt due thereon, ſettled and certified to 
the laſt day of the year 1784. | | | 

Provided that the commiſſioner of the continental loan-office in any 
ſtate, ſhall not, on any pretence whatever, ſettle or iſſue any certificate 
or certificates for the intereſt due on any continental loan-office cer- 
tificate, or other certificate of liquidated debts aforeſaid, unleſs as 
hereafter provided, until the ſtate for which he 1s continental loan- 
officer, ſhall have paſſed a legiſlative act complying with this requiſi- 
tion; nor ſhall he iſſue any certificate, or take any other meaſure 
wherehy the intereſt may be paid by the ſtate in any mode not pointed 
out by this requiſition ; nor ſhall the commiſſioner of the continental 
loan-office in any ſtate that ſhall have complied with this requiſition, 
iſſue any certificate, or take any other meaſure whereby a diſcrimina- 
tion may be made by ſuch ſtate, between the holders of loan-office cer- 
tificates iſſued from his office, who are citizens of that ſtate, and fo- 
reigners or the citizens of any other ſtate that ſhall have complied 
with this requiſition : Excepting from this proviſo, ſuch ſtate or ſtates 
235 by the books of the treaſury, ſhall appear to have paid their full 
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wu of the requiſition of the 30th Od ober, 1781, for 8,000,000 of 
ollars, upon the former and preſent apportionment of the ſame, ſo far 
as to admit the commiſſioner of the continental loan-ofhce in ſuch ſtate 
or ſtates, to ilſue certificates for intereſt, in the ſame manner as the 
commillioner in the ſtates paſſing legiſlative acts as aforeſaid. Pro- 
vided always, that any continental loan-officer ſhall iſſue certificates 
for intereſt as aforeſaid, due on continental loan-office certificates iſ- 
ſued from his office, and belonging to foreigners, and alſo to the citi- 
zens of ſuch ſtate as ſhall have paſſed a legiſlative act complying with 
this requiſition as aforeſaid. 

Provided nevertheleſs, that where any ſtate hath made proviſion by 
law, for paying any part of the intereſt of the domeſtic debt of the 


United States, contained in the eſtimate, on which this requiſition is 


founded, the continental loan-officer in ſuch ſtate, ſhall, without delay, 
aſcertain the ſum which ſhall have been ſo paid, purſuant to ſuch law, 
on or before the day of next, and ſhall make report 
thereof to the board of treaſury, and alſo to the legiſlature of ſuch 
ſtate, who may deduct from their quota of this requiſition, and be 
credited in part payment thereof, the ſum ſo paid not exceeding two- 
thirds of ſuch quota, every {tate being held to pay in ſpecie one-third 
part of the ſaid quota, previouſly to the admiſhon of ſuch credit. And 
if any ſtate ſhall have ſo paid in diſcharge of intereſt as aforeſaid, a 
ſum exceeding two-thirds of its quota of this requiſition, ſuch ſurplus 
ſhall be admitted as a charge againſt the United States, in the ſettle- 
ment of the general account of ſuch ſtate ; but if any intereſt after the 
ſaid day of ſhall be paid by any ſtate, contrary to the 
true intent of this requiſition, ſuch payment ſhall not be admitted as a 
charge againſt the United States, And if any commiſſioner of a con- 
tinental loan- office, ſhall diſobey or neglect to carry into execution, 
any reſolution or order of Congreſs, or otherwiſe neglect his duty in 


the ſaid office, the board of treaſury ſhall ſuſpend him from his office, 


and the emoluments thereof, and immediately report the reaſons there- 
of to Congrels; and the board of treaſury are hereby empowered to 
appoint in the room of the commiſſioner of the continental loan-office 
ſo ſuſpended, a citizen of the ſtate in which the office is kept, who 
ſhall have all the powers and emoluments of a commiſſioner of the 
continental loan- office, until Congreſs ſhall finally determine reſpecting 
the ſuſpenſion. 

And every commiſſioner of the continental loan-office, previous to 
ſettling and iſſuing certificates as aforeſaid, for the intereſt due on 
certificates of liquidated debts, ſhall admiviſier an oath or affirmation, 
or require a certificate ſigned by one of the perſons whom the reſpec- 
tive ſtate in the legiſlative act complying with this requiſition ſhall 
appoint, that he has adminiſtered to the owner or poſſeſſor of every 
fuch certificate, an oath or affirmation, that the ſame is bona fide the 
property of the particular ſtate in which the ſaid commiſſioner reſides, 
or of a citizen or citizens of the ſaid ſtate, or of ſome corporate body 
or Charitable inſtitution within the ſame, or of ſome foreigner who is 
not a citizen of any of the United States, deſcribing the certificate or 
certificates alluded to in every ſuch oath or affirmation, in ſuch man- 
ner as ſhall be neceſſary to identify the ſame, or a: may be preſcribed 
by the legiſlature of the ſaid ſtate. 
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And for preventing the depreciation of certificates to be iſſued as 
aforeſaid, the legiſlature of each ſtate is required to provide in the 
act complying with this requiſition, that if on the day of | 

the ſaid ſtates quota of the ſaid certificates ſo to be iſſued, ſhall 
not be in the hands of the ſtate treaſurer, or other proper officer, the 
deficiency ſhall be collected and paid into the continental treaſury in 
ſpecie, which, when ſo paid, is hereby appropriated to the redemption 
of ſuch ſurplus certificates. 

Provided nevertheleſs, that any ſtate which ſhall have obtained a 
credit in the books of the treaſury, for the full payment of its quota 
of this requiſition, ſhall, at any time after ſuch payment ſhall have 
been completed, be admitted to pay into the treaſury of the United 
States, any ſum or ſums in the ſaid certificates to be iſſued for intereſt 
as aforeſaid, and have credit for the ſame, to be deducted out of the 
whole quota of ſuch ſtate, of the next ſucceeding requiſition ; provi- 
ded that ſuch ſum or ſums do not exceed one-half of the ſaid quota. 

That the commiſſioners of the board of treaſury cauſe to be made 
a hank-paper, and thereon to be ſtruck the blank form of a certificate, 
which ſhall evidence the intereſt due as aforeſaid, and ſhall tranſmit to 
the ſeveral loan-officers, a ſufficient number of the ſame. That the 
ſaid commiſſioners furniſh the ſeveral loan-officers, with ſuch checks 
and inſtructions, as they, from time to time, ſhall judge neceſſary, to 
prevent counterfeited certificates of debts from obtaining a ſettlement 
of intereſt, and to the receivers of federal taxes, ſuch checks and in- 
ſtructions as may enable them to detect counterfeit evidences of in- 
tereſt, and thereby to avoid receiving them in diſcharge of taxes, 
which certificates of intereſt being parted with by the holders of the 
principal, ſhall be deemed evidence that he has received ſatisfaction 
for the ſame, and therefore ſhall be receivable from rhe bearer in lieu 
of money in the proportion aforeſaid, in any other ſtate in the union, 
as well as in the ſtate in which they were iſſued. That the ſtate re- 
ceiving ſuch certificates and paying the ſame into the public treaſury, 
ſhall have credit therefor in the proportion aforeſaid ; which payment 
ſhall be conſidered as a diſcharge of the intereſt due on the domeſtic 
debt, in the proportion that each ſtate avails itſelf of the ſaid certifi- 
cates of intereſt, And where loan-office certificates iſſued after the 
firſt day of March, 1778, ſhall be preſented to the loan-officer, they 
ſhall be reduced to their ſpecie value, conformably to the reſolutions 
of Congreſs of [une 28th, 1780, that ſpecie value expreſſed on ſome 
part of the certificate, and the intereſt thereon ſettled and certified as 
in other caſes. | 

The committee find that the revenue ſyſtem of April 18th, 1783, 
hath been adopted in whole or in part, by eleven ſtates ; and being of 
opinion, that it is expedient for Congreſs ſtill to rely on that plan, 
which has been ſo long under reference to the ſtates, and which, after 
repeated conſideration in ſucceſſive Congreſſes, has been found prefer- 
able to any other ſyſtem, and conceived neceſſary to the eſtabliſhment 
of the public credit, the committee ſubmit it to Congreſs, earneſtly to 
recommend to ſuch of the eleven ſtates as have complied only in part, 
to adopt the ſame completely ; and to the two other ſtates, who have 
not adopted the plan either in whole or in part, to paſs laws as ſoon as 
may be in conformity thereto. | 
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The ſum quotaed upon the ſtates in the preſent demand, by provid. 
ing for the deficiencies of former years, exceeds the ſum the ſtates 
were called on for during the laſt year ; but the greater proportion 
of diſcount now admitted, will render it leſs impoveriſhing to the 
citizens. 

As a motive for the cheerful payment of the ſum now called for, as 
well as of the arrearages on that of April 27, 1784, the committee 
are of opinion, that the ſtates be reminded, that Congreſs have paſſed 
an ordinance for the ſurvey and ſale of the weſtern territory of the 
United States, and that the proceeds thereof will be applied as a fink- 


ing fund, to extinguiſh the principal of the domeſtic debt. Future 


requiſitions for intereſt on the domeſtic debt, will therefore be reduced 
in proportion as this fund may be rendered productive. And while on 
this ſubject, the committee cannot forbear mentioning that of the 


| Rates claiming weſtern territory, Maſſachuſetts alone has made the 


expected ceſhon during the laſt year, they are therefore of opinion, 
that the ſobjeft be again preſented to the attention of the ſtates 
which have not complied with ſo reaſonable a propoſition ; and that 
they be once more ſolicited to conſider with candeur. and liberality, 
the expectations of their ſiſter ſtates, and the earneſt and repeated ap- 
plications made to them by Congreſs on this ſubjeCt.

DeduR for part of the Dutch loan, applied towards a diſcharge of 
the laſt year's eſtimate, and which the ſums required from the ſtates 
laſt year will replace ; and for loans now in the hands of the Dutch 
commiſſioners, and hereby appropriated for the purpoſes of this eſti- 
mate, 649,880 dollars, and there remains the balance of 3,000,000 of 
dollars, to be paid into the common treaſury. 

The committee find that, for reaſons ſtated in the reſolve of Con- 
greſs, of the 27th April, 1784, there yet remains a moiety of the re- 
quiſition for 8,000,000 of dollars, and the whole of the requiſition for 
2,000,000 of dollars, to be applied to the uſe of the United States, 
before any new requiſition ought to be made: They are therefore of 
opinion, that the ſtates be called upon, to make actual payment of three- 
quarters of the remaining moiety aforeſaid, on or before the 1ſt day 
of May aforeſaid. 

The committee have not been able to obtain information how 
many ſtates have complied with the reſolution of February 17th, or 
that of April 18th, 1783, relative to a rule for adjuſting the quotas of 
the ſeveral ſtates in federal requiſitions : They are therefore of opinion,

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that the ſeveral ſtates which have not decided on that ſubject, be again 
ſolicited to come to a deciſion thereon, and to ſend forward the ſame, 
as a meaſure neceſſary to enable Congreſs to effect a ſettlement of ac. 
counts with the ſeveral ſtates, and to apportion to each a juſt quota of 
the public expenſes ; but, in the mean time, as the public faith renders 
it the duty of Congreſs to continue their annual demand for money, the 
committee are of opinion, that in the apportionment thereof, the quotas 
of the ſeveral ſtates ſhould be adjuſted, agreeably to the beſt information 
which Congreſs may, from time to time, have obtained on the ſubjeQ, 
Upon this principle, they recommend to Congreſs, that in the preſent 
requiſition for 3,000,000 of dollars, the quota of the ſeveral ſtates be 
as follows :

Which ſums, when paid, ſhall be paſſed to the credit of the ſtate 
reſpectively, on the terms preſcribed by the reſolution of Congreſs of 
the 6th day of October, 1779, and together with the monies relied on 
to diſcharge the aforeſaid deduction of 649,880 dollars, be applied in 


conformity with the ſeveral appropriations in the preceding part of this 


report, giving preference according to the order in which they are ſta- 
ted in the eſtimate. | 
As more than two-thirds of the ſum called for, is to be applied 


to the payment of intereſt on the domeſtic debt ; the committee are 


of opinion, that the ſeveral legiſlatures may ſo model the collection of 
the ſums called for, that one-third of any ſum being paid in actual mo-

officer, ſhall have paſſed a legiſlative act complying with this requiſi- 
tion; nor ſhall he iſſue any certificate, or take any other meaſure 
whereby the intereſt may be paid by the ſtate in any mode not pointed 
out by this requiſition ; nor ſhall the commiſſioner of the continental

That the ſaid board furniſh the ſeveral loan- 
officers with ſuch checks and inſtructions, as they, from time to time, 
ſhall judge neceſſary, to prevent counterfeited certificates of debts 
from obtaining a ſettlement of intereſt, and to detect counterfeit evi- 
dences of intereſt, and thereby to avoid receiving them in diſcharge 
of taxes, which certificates of intereſt being parted with by the hold- 
ers of the principal, ſhall be deemed evidence that he has received 
ſatisfaction for the ſame, and therefore ſhall be receivable from the 
bearer in heu of money in the proportion aforeſaid, in any other ſtate 
in the union, as well as in the ſtate in which they were iſſued. That 
the ſtate receiving ſuch certificates and paying the ſame into the pub- 
lic treaſury, with a proportion of ſpecie as aforeſaid, ſhall have credit 
therefor ; which payment ſhall be conſidered as a diſcharge of the in-

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avails itſelf of the ſaid certificates of intereſt. And where loan- office 
certificates iſſued after the firſt day of March, 1778, ſhall be preſented 
to the loan-officer, they ſhall be reduced to their ſpecie value, con- 
formably to the reſolutions of Congreſs of June 28th, 1780, and that 
ſpecie value expreſſed on ſome part of the certificate, and the intereſt 
thereon ſettled and certified as in other caſes. 

As a motive for the cheerful payment of the ſum now called for, as 
well as of the arrearages on that of April 27, 1784, the committee 
are of opinion, that the ſtates be reminded, that Congreſs have paſſed 
an ordinance for the ſurvey and fale of the weſtern territory of the 
United States, and that che proceeds thereof will be applied as a fink- 
ing fund, to extinguiſh the domeſtic debt. Future requiſitions for 
intereſt on the domeſtic debt, will therefore be reduced i in proportion 
as this fund may be rendered productive. 

Resolved, That Congreſs agree to the ſaid report. 

On the report of a committee, conſiſting of Mr. Grayſon, Mr. Hol- 
ten and Mr. Ellery, 

Resolved, That in conſideration of the extra ſervices of Mr. Joſeph

Resolved, That it ſhall be the duty of the commiſſioners of the con- 
tinental loan-offices in the reſpective ſtates, to receive and keep the 
monies ariſing from continental taxes in the different ſtates, and to pay 
the intereſt due from the United States, in the ſaid ſtates reſpectively; 
and that they hold all monies collected within the ſeveral ſtates, on ac- 
count of the requiſitions of Congreſs, ſubje& only to the orders of Con- 
greſs, or of the board of treaſury. 

That they ſhall, agreeably to ſuch mode as may be preſcribed by 
the comptroller, make weekly returns to the board of treaſury, of the 
money they may receive on account of the United States, and alſo of 
the certificates which may iſſue for the payment of the intereſt on the 
public debt, in purſuance of the acts of Congreſs. 

That they form accurate eſtimates as often as called upon by the 
board of treaſury, of the intereſt falling due monthly within their re- 
ſpective ſtates, on loan- office certificates, and other liquidated ſecuri- 
ties of the United States; and that they keep accurate and diſtinct 
regiſters of the principal ſums due, as well on the liquidated as loan- 
office debt. | 

That in all their official tranſactions, they govern themſelves by the 
acts and reſolves of Congreſs, or the orders of the board of treaſury, 
not repugnant thereto, 

That they make no appropriation of monies by them received on ac- 
count of the United States, except for the purpole of the payment of 
intereſt, agreeably to the reſolves of Congreſs, without the expreſs or- 


der of the board of treaſury, and that they ſubmit to the comptroller, 


a ſtate of their accounts quarterly for examination and allowance. 
That the ſaid officers ſhall not directly or indirectly be concerned 
in trade; and that previouſly to entering on the duties of their office, 
they ſhall ſeverally enter into bonds to the United States of America, 
with two or more ſureties; the principals in a ſum not exceeding 
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50,000 dollars, nor leſs than 10,000 dollars, and one or more ſureties 
in a like ſum, as may, from time to time, be directed by the board of 
treaſury, having regard to the magnitude of the truſt repoſed in the 
ſeveral offices. Further, they ſhall ſeverally take and ſubſcribe the 
oath of fidelity to the United States, and alſo an oath for the due exe- 
cution of their offices reſpeQively, certificates of which, together with 
their ſeveral bonds, ſhall be tranſmitted to the board of treaſury, who 
ſhall cauſe the ſame to be recorded in the comptroller's office. 

That they ſhall henceforth be reſpectively allowed for all ſervices 
and duties which are or may be annexed to their offices, by any acts

That in the payment of all monies, they ſhall take vial duplicate

with their accounts in ſupport of the payments made by them reſpec- 
tively, That they ſhall alſo give duplicate receipts for all monies re- 
ceived by them, in order that the ſeveral ſtates may direct one of them 
to be forwarded to the board of treaſury, who, upon the receipt there- 
of, ſhall credit the ſtate for the amount ſpecified therein, and charge 
the ſame to the officer receiving it. 

That it be recommended to the legiſlatures of the reſpective ſtates,
